Introduction 

Toward the end of the 19th Century barbers in Rutland organized 
a union. A primary purpose was to have the same prices and working 
hours and days for all barbers. The union was also to provide a small 
pension for the barber. 

Barbershops that didn’t belong to the union met with opposition from 
union members. If a shop was open for a minute over the required 
closing time or open a day when all were closed, fighting sometimes 
followed. 

The set hours and charges didn’t always sit well with all shops in 
Rutland. The “Hollywood”, a non-union shop, had their prices at 30 
cents for a cut while union shops were at 25 cents in 1941. 

“The purpose of the union later in the 1940s and beyond was to provide 
young barbers pensions and benefits upon retiring” said Guido Forte of 
Rutland. This also set standards for shops at a time when the state 
regulations were not as stringent as the Vermont standards are today. 

When the barbers of the mid-twentieth century approached retirement, 
the money from dues paid was gone and so was the interest on the dues. 
A major lawsuit by the members of the Journeymen of Barbers Union of 
America against the treasurer and others at the national headquarters 
in Indiana. The lawsuit claimed that 7 million dollars in loans became 
delinquent in August 1970. Some barbers like Tom Mazzariello, Sr. did 
get his dues money back but without the interest. Pip Muscatello and 
others were not as fortunate. 

Years following the settlement in 1972, union members from the 
same union tried to reestablish the barber union in Vermont. This 
attempt was overwhelmingly denied by the majority. Nowadays the 
Vermont barber makes his/her own hours and charges vary at different 
barbershops. They are now on their own to invest as they wish.
